EDITOR’S LETTER 


THIS MACHINE GOES PING 


T he first time i saw it, I was awestruck. Sitting atop the helm console of our 
family's wooden downeaster, it looked part oscilloscope and part Star Trek 
phaser. Underneath a small housing, which covered a half-dollar-size glass 
window, was a switch that displayed a warm, trance-inducing, throbbing or- 
ange glow. It was the Judson engine synchronizer, a true gadget of tomorrow. There was 
a split neon bulb, and when the top and bottom sections glowed in unison, the engines 
were synced. I spent a good part of my childhood messing with the throttles to watch the 
glowing lights dance out of rhythm. Fm not sure Dad appreciated this curious endeavor 
much. Of course, if the old-school mechanical throttles had any slip in them, staring 
at the synchronizer to get everything perfect could cause one to go prematurely gray. 

The helm was really a play area for me because under the console was a tube flasher 
about the size of a small doghouse. This device was great. If I adjusted the gain, the 
circular ring would show two flashing red lights displaying the surface and the depth. 
This was long before depth alarms, and I always viewed the depth reading as more of an 
estimate than an absolute. (A little kicked-up mud worked pretty well as an indicator 
too.) Of course, the best part was cranking the gain up to 11 and watching the whole circle 


go red. It offered nothing in the way of 
information, but it was fun to watch, 
and sometimes. Dad got equally red. 


MY EAVORITE PIECE OE GEAR, 
HOWEVER, WAS THE 
SI-TEX PAPER RECORDER. 


Then there was the radio direction 
finder, our get-home device. Bigger 
than a toaster, this doohickey had a 
black hatlike top that we turned to 
tune in 1040 WGBB, a local AM radio 
station due north of our inlet that was 


our go-to signal for finding home in the fog. More than once, it brought us into the inlet 
in less-than-stellar conditions. 

My favorite piece of gear, however, was the Si-Tex paper recorder. Our fish finder. 
Looking something akin to a seismograph, it scrolled paper across the screen as a pencil- 
like device feverishly drew lines. Where there was water, it was white. Where there 
were fish, you'd get what looked like small vertical lines. Guys used to walk around the 
docks showing one another their readings. 

These days I can do a lot of this stuff and more with my smartphone or tablet, which 
never ceases to amaze me. And it makes me think: What's next? o

SHOP AT SEA 

NASA used a 3-D printer to create 
a tool in space. How long 
until yachtsmen can do the same 
in remote destinations? 

By Kim Kavin 


I T TOOK JUST FOUR HOURS for 3-D printing to shatter barriers on the Inter- 
national Space Station. In December, NASA engineers on Earth transmit- 
ted a design file to astronauts in orbit. The station's 3-D printer, created 
by California-based Made in Space, composited 104 layers of plastic into a 
4.5-by-I.3-inch ratchet wrench. Commander Barry Wiltmore picked it up 
and smiled for a photograph that, undoubtedly, will one day hang in a museum 
describing the start of 3-D printers assisting long-range exploration. 

“If you can transmit a file to the station as quickly as you can send an email, it 
opens up endless possibilities for all the types of things that you can make,” said 
Niki Werkheiser of NASA's Marshall Space Flight Center. 

This, of course, left us at Yachting wondering about printing tools on a super- 
yacht in, say, the remote South Pacific from specs kept at home or in a shipyard.

“We're at that point to a certain level/’ 
says Anthony DiChiara, owner of 3D 
Printing Expert in Stuart, Florida. “A 
plastic part 1 foot by 1 foot or smaller, 
it's very feasible to do that today” 

NASA's news came just before Janu- 
ary's Consumer Electronics Show in Las 
Vegas, where 3-D printing was heralded 
as ready for mainstream buyers. Proto- 
types could print out medical devices, 
clothing and drones, to name a few. Plus, 
General Electric is building a facility full 
of 3-D printers to produce fuel nozzles 
for its aircraft engines, says Tim Caffrey, 
a 3-D printing analyst with Wohlers As- 
sociates. Instead of welding parts to cre- 
ate the nozzles, GE will use printers to 
spit them out in one solid, sturdier piece. 

So printing metal parts is also a re- 
ality today — but it's still substantially 
more expensive than using 3-D plastic 
printers, and no less than the U.S. Navy 
is still trying to figure out how to keep 
the printers stable on a rolling sea, Caf- 
frey says. A yachtsman would need far 
more than a current desktop model to 
do the same. 

“If you're making metal parts, you're 


talking about a vacuum system or a 
chamber gas system with argon gas, be- 
cause you don't want oxidation of the 
metals,” he says. 

You'll also need CAD drawings for, say, 
that one-piece fuel nozzle the shipbuild- 
er originally constructed from a dozen 
smaller pieces. But that hurdle should 
quickly be overcome, says Mike Snyder, 
lead engineer at Made In Space. 

“Current developments are making that 
process easier and easier, to the point 
that elementary- school students are able 
to design and build using CAD and 3-D 
printers," he says. “The one technology 
that would be needed for produced parts 
that are exposed to the elements would 
be some type of coating mechanism. Oth- 
erwise, corrosion would take its toll." 

Still, DiChiara and Caffrey say, main- 
stream use on yachts could begin in this 
decade — and seem routine. 

“At some point, if your vacuum cleaner 
breaks, they're not even going to stock 
parts for it,” DiChiara says. “Five or 10 
years from now, you'll have a 3-D printer, 
and Hoover will send you the drawing 
for $1.85, and you'll 3-D print the part.”0 



MIKE SNYDER: VISIONARY CONCEPTS 

As lead engineer at Made in Space, how do you see 3-D printing af- 
fecting yachts? It will allow onboard repairs and component upgrades. 
Even the 30 -foot Catalina that I race on could benefit from fast fixes, 
whether it be parts or a specialized tool. How does your experience 
with NASA apply to yachts? Our parabolic testing, to determine the 
role gravity plays, is similar to wave motion at sea. It helped us build a 
printer that operates despite the shifting gravity field. What do you 
see in the future for 3-D printing and boating? If the current devel- 
opment trend continues, in the near future, an entire yacht could be 
produced autonomously at the port of the owner's choosing.

A zimut’s 43 
Atlantis 
fills a gap in 
the builder’s midsize 
line between 38- and 
50-footers. (The 
five-model Atlantis 
line runs from 34 to 
58 feet length overall.) 
This contemporary- 
styled, two-stateroom 
yacht is a solid option 
for cruising families 
stepping up and for 
on-the-water enter- 
taining aficionados. 

She’s well laid out 
for day- tripping with 
a large, cupholder- 
equipped sun pad over 
the tender garage as 
well as C-shaped seat- 
ing under the hardtop 
with its soft, retract- 
able roof. Another 
leg-stretching lounge 


area is across from the 
starboard- side helm. 
The 43 is voluminous 
too, offering 6-foot-lO- 
inch headroom under 
that hardtop and 
6-foot-3-inch head- 
room belowdecks. 

There is a forepeak 
master with a step-up 
berth for Mom and 
Dad, while aft there 
are three berths for 
the kids and friends. 


Two of these berths 
are side by side and 
can slide together for 
couples. The galley’s 
dinette table drops to 
add even more sleep- 
ing space.

THEY WERE TWO average 
guys, everyday boaters out 
in their skiff wearing faded 
jeans with their plaid sleeves 
rolled up. Each had a line in 
the water, and the tension in 
their reels held their abso- 
lute focus. I saw them from 
the shoreline, where I stood 
awestruck. Towering behind 
them was the spectacular, 
snow-capped Mount Baker, 
creating the kind of back- 
drop of which East Coast 
boaters can only dream. 

These guys didn’t even 
register the mountain’s 
presence; they’re locals in 
the San Juan Islands, and 
this scenery is everyday 
stuff. It’s what makes the 
San Juans so special for 
cruising. Encounters with 
grandeur are routine. 

Just as Newport has Nan- 
tucket and Martha’s Vine- 
yard nearby, and as Miami 
has the Abacos, Seattle 
has the San Juans, whose 
popular Roche Harbor 
restaurants and marina are 
about a 77-nautical-mile run 
from the mainland. Cruisers 
come not only for the sum- 
mer spot’s requisite beaches 
and hiking trails, nor just 


for the classic lighthouses 
and restored wooden boats, 
but also for the chance to 
interact with an untamed 
element of wilderness. 

And I do mean interact. 
During one of my cruises 
in this Pacific Northwest 
region, a guide killed our 
engine, stood in our skiff 
and pulled a 6-inch rock cod 
from a cooler. He held it over 
the side and had me focus a 
camera on it. In seconds, a 
bald eagle swooped from the 
sky to grab it from his hand. 

Of course, my excitement 
meant I fumbled the photo 
op. Also predictably, I want- 
ed to buy a marina slip and 
keep my own boat in the San 
Juans year-round, so I could 
learn to play like the locals. 

What fun it is to go west, 
to have memories like these 
of Orcas Island, Friday Har- 
bor and the other great spots 
in the San Juans. If you go, 
prepare to be thrilled.

SIGHTS OF THE SAN JUANS

EMBRACE THE UNKNOWN 

Your vessel’s electronics are there to help, so get to know them.

I F YOU ARE AT all like me, your rela- 
tionship with electronics is compli- 
cated. Many of us stand at the wheel 
knowing we are largely ignorant of the 
screens before us. It’s not a good feeling. It 
erodes our confidence and leaves us with 
something like guilt, that nagging feeling 
that we should know more. 

We need not dwell in darkness. Just as 
many of us have learned how to do basic 
diesel-engine repairs and maintenance, 
we should all pop the cowl on our elec- 
tronics and get some working knowledge. 

How you do it will depend on the 
complexity of your electronics suite, your 
comfort with technology and how much 
time and money you have. 

You could hire an electronics expert 
to tweak your gear and teach you some 
things. This can cost north of $1,000; the 
expert will validate your equipment and 
you’ll have someone to call when issues 
arise. But you rarely retain what you learn. 
A more sophisticated approach is to

undertake a study yourself. 
Consider it a free upgrade. 

The process here is 
inspired by a book called 
Know Your BoathyTidiVidi 
Kroenke. It’s a few years 
old, but I like it because he 
acknowledges how easy it 
is to get overwhelmed, and 
his approach is designed to 
minimize frustration. 

Start by identifying what 
you have in the console. Ar- 
range to have a day on your 
boat alone. Bring a sand- 
wich, drinks, an audiobook 
and a fully charged phone. 

When you are fed, hydrat- 
ed and relaxed, look closely 
at each component: displays, 
radar, depth or fish finder, 
transducer, cameras, AIS, 
autopilot, vessel monitoring, 
all of it. If you have two helm 
stations, examine both. 

Write down model num- 
bers in your phone, and then 
take pictures. This ensures 
you’ll have information 
when you need it. 

Then, note how the units 
are wired, using the same 
logic you use to track plumb- 
ing: Start where the water 
comes from. In this case, 
trace where signals come 
from. Draw a schematic, if it 
helps. Even if you never ser- 
vice them yourself, you want 
to know where they run. 

If you leave that day 
knowing what components 
you have and roughly how 


they fit together, with a 
list of model numbers and 
photos, call it a success. 

The next phase takes place 
at home. Unless you are 
using ancient equipment, all 
your units will have manuals 
online. Download them and 
tackle one at a time. Under- 
stand what each unit can do. 

As you do this, make two 
lists. One will be things 
you’d like to recall how to 
do, such as turning down 
the brightness on your mon- 
itors for a night run. You can 
then write the instructions

into your smartphone. 

The second list will 
contain advanced skills 
you want to learn, such as 
setting an anchor alarm or 
loading a set of waypoints. 

Keep this list short, maybe 
three to five items. Arrange 
to get on the boat with a 
friend, and go out and try 
each feature. Take it slow 
and work through problems. 

Above all, remember that 
electronics are there to 
serve you. You can use the 
features that are helpful 
to you and forget the rest.

Lagoon was founded in 1984 as 
a subsidiary of Jeanneau Technologies 
Avancees (JTA), Jeanneau’s “racing 
department.” JTA gained a reputation for 
producing successful single-hull 
and multihull offshore racing boats. 


A QUICK GLANCE AFT confirmed what we were 
all expecting. Strong northerly winds of 25 knots, 
gusting to 30 knots, had whipped the Gulf Stream 
into a wild washboard of 6- to 8 -foot waves, every 
other one cresting into a white foamy top that ap- 
proached the stern of our Lagoon 630 Motor Yacht 
with a growling sound that cut through the rise 
and fall of the wailing breeze. 

I watched from my perch on the aft deck as a 
tall wave rolled up behind us, ducked under our 
yacht’s hulls and lifted them briefly, and then I 
felt the acceleration as the 630 MY surfed down 
the face. Looking through the salon to the screen 
at the interior helm, I saw the speed pick up to 14 
knots, then slow to our original 10 knots as the 
wave passed. It was a thrilling ride, never out of 
control, and very predictable as the autopilot once 
again found our original course. The 32-foot beam 
kept the sole squarely under my Top-Siders, and 
1 marveled at the roll resistance of her twin hulls. 

1 was surprised at how well the power catama- 
ran performed in these conditions, but really, 1 
shouldn’t have been. The 630 MY is based on the 
Lagoon 620 sailing catamaran and, with more 
than 50 620s built, is a tried-and-true platform 
for open-ocean cruising. For those skeptical that 
a sailing catamaran hull can perform as well as

A STABLE, FUEL-EFFICIENT, OCEANGOING PLATFORM 

Departing from the south of France toward the end of December 2014, the delivery crew headed for the Canaries, which they reached in five 
days at an average speed of 9.7 knots. The yacht left the Canaries on Dec. 31 for the long, trade-winds-assisted voyage across the Atlantic, 
headed for the island of St. Martin some 2,700 nautical miles away. The captain set the engines for 1,600 rpm, giving a surface speed of 8 to 9 
knots; expected fuel consumption was 3.17 gallons per hour, exceptional fuel efficiency for a yacht of this size. Pushed on by the trade winds, 
the Lagoon 630 Motor Yacht achieved an average velocity-made-good of 9 knots and fuel consumption of 2.7 gallons per hour, even less than 
the crew expected. Part of this efficiency was due to a rigorous build process. Lagoon uses the resin-infusion technique throughout the build. 
The hull bottom and keels are solid fiberglass with high-quality, anti-osmotic resins used below the waterline. Above the waterline, the hull 
is a composite laminate of balsa coring materials, polyester and anti-osmotic resins. Bulkheads are also infused, balsa-core laminates. The 
hull-to-deck joint is mechanically fastened and glued, a system that has never failed Lagoon. — J.W.

a designed-from- scratch power cat, I should tell 
you that the last 20 percent or so of the hulls' un- 
derbody was redesigned by Marc Van Peteghem 
and Vincent Lauriot-Prevost along with the engi- 
neers at Lagoon to provide support for two larg- 
er (than you'll find in the sailing version) Volvo 
Penta D4 diesels with V-drives turning 24-by-21- 
inch, fixed four-blade props. The finished product 
achieves a running angle of just a few degrees of 
lift in the bow for a perfect running angle in all 
kinds of sea conditions. Short keels in the center 
of the boat are deep enough to protect the run- 
ning gear should you decide to beach the boat and 
explore. Spaced wide apart, the engines give out- 
standing handling in close quarters, but Lagoon 
also specified an electrical bow thruster in the 
starboard hull for added maneuverability. 

We were delivering the 630 MY from Marsh 
Harbour in the Abacos to Miami over a period of 
three days, and had left that delightful Bahamian 
destination the day before, hoping to make Free- 
port before nightfall. As luck would have it, the 
leading edge of the front swept in well before we 
could make it there, so instead of trying to navi- 
gate the tricky F reeport approach in the dark, we 
altered course northward in deeper water and 
dropped the hook in the bight of Sales Cay. Dinner 
that night was “bugs,” or Bahamian lobster tails, 
grilled to perfection. 

There were five of us aboard, including Lucas 
Lafourcade, the captain, and Victor Buson, the 
engineer, who had only recently brought Hull 
No. 1 of the Lagoon 630 MY across the Atlan- 
tic from France on her own bottom — a telling 
achievement. Yann Masselot, Lagoon's global 
director, was also aboard, along with Lana Lobe 
from the company's Annapolis, Maryland, office. 
We spent a quiet night anchored in good holding 
ground, in a layout that was conducive to priva- 
cy and relaxation. This 630 MY was the lateral- 
galley, four-stateroom version, meaning the galley 
was down in the portside hull along with two of 
the four staterooms, all with en suite heads. 

My hosts had offered me the owners' stateroom.

which was down and aft in the starboard hull. 
Long and spacious, it was equipped with a glassed- 
wall shower, double sink vanity, enclosed head 
and queen-size berth with loads of stowage in the 
forward part of the cabin. I particularly liked the 
private entrance to the aft deck, a feature that is 
shared with the lateral galley in the portside hull. 

Most of the other cabins had large berths that, 
like the one in the master, sat athwartships with 
the foot of the bed toward the outside of the hull. 
One exception on Hull No. 1 was the portside cen- 
tral cabin, which was fitted with bunk beds for the 
captain and engineer. The layout options include 
a pair of four-cabin versions, one five-cabin ver- 
sion and two six- cabin versions, two of which offer 
the lateral galley that was on our test 630 MY and 
three of which offer a central galley in the same 
space as the salon. In all versions, headroom in the 
salon and the cabins is 6 feet 9 inches. 

As you might guess by looking at the salon photo, 
the lateral galley allows this common space to be 
wide open and generously furnished with seating. 
Lagoon selected Nauta Design to give all of the ac- 
commodations a modern, comfortable look with 
an elegant finish that rivals those it has created for 
numerous yachts and homes. 

The 630 MY marks Lagoon's return to the motor- 
yacht sector after an absence due to its growing 
sailing catamaran business. From the beginning. 
Lagoon wanted to create an exceptional blue- 
water passagemaker with accommodations and 
equipment that made living aboard feel both safe 
and elegant, and this new model achieves that. 

Two Simrad multifunction display screens are 
at each of the three helm stations — two on the 
flybridge aft, on either side, and one in the center of 
the salon forward. The salon station has a joystick 
instead of a steering wheel, while the flybridge sta- 
tions are near a seating and sunning area with a 
folding-leaf dining table to starboard, an outdoor 
kitchen and bar, and two sun pads — perfect for a 
crowd or a family getaway. In the hardtop, there 
is a folding fabric sunroof, allowing the host to 


optimize or minimize the amount of sun coming 
through to the flybridge seating and sunning areas. 

Access to the flybridge is from the port side of 
the aft deck, up a flight of stairs equipped with 
stainless-steel handholds. An electrically actuat- 
ed hatch can close off the flybridge to help keep the 
aft deck dry during a rainstorm. 

It was, by the way, never necessary to close this 
hatch while we were running in the big waves of 
the Gulf Stream, because the flybridge is well ele- 
vated above the waterline. 

The aft deck was our favorite place to dine and 
hang out, and it came with its own bar housing a 
refrigerator and ice maker. Lagoon installed teak 
planking on every weather deck, from the swim 
platform to the foredeck, for improved footing. 

The custom Lagoon RIB tender was stowed 
on a hydraulic platform, and at anchor with the 
tender deployed, that platform doubled as a small 
teak beach for swimmers. It can be lowered just 
beneath the water for youngsters and others look- 
ing for a lift back to the aft deck stairs following 
their latest swim or snorkeling adventure. 

Masselot told me that beyond such features, the 
power cat's shape and fuel- efficient engines would 
be key to the yacht's success. 

“Fitted with the optional twin 300-horsepower 
Volvo Penta D4 diesels, the 630 MY burns only 
1.64 gph total at 6 knots, giving a theoretical range 
of 2,952 nautical miles with standard tankage of 
793 gallons,” he said. “Hull No. I had an optional 
502-gallon tank, giving it transatlantic range.” 

Luxury, stability and economy are all hallmarks 
of Lagoon's return to luxury motoryachts. If you 
can take a ride, it will be worth your time, o

market in recent years, you may have noticed an 
interesting development. Increasingly, shipyards 
are giving owners more input. They're realizing 
that some of today's buyers aren't satisfied with 
only having a choice of wood veneers, or whether 
the master suite will go on the main deck versus 
the upper deck. Indeed, these buyers are voic- 
ing concerns about fuel efficiency, for example, 
and some want to be as actively involved as their 
captains and engineers in selecting systems and 
equipment. As a result, a handful of builders have 
undertaken studies on leading-edge solutions 
and put forth proposals to attract these buyers. 

Even then, however, builders with semicustom 


projects are finding that buyers can bring more 
good ideas to the table. Silver Wind, delivered by 
ISA Yachts last summer, is a prime example. Cre- 
ated as part of the all-fiberglass ISA 140 series, 
the 143-footer has a hybrid propulsion system 
that the Italian yard first revealed to potential 
clients five years prior. Add the owner's ideas for 
noise-canceling technology in staterooms and a 
wheelhouse that presents data via augmented re- 
ality, and Silver Wind raises the bar even higher on 
what can be expected of semicustom construction. 

ISA Yachts has earned a reputation for delivering 
yachts with good turns of speed. It wanted to pre- 
serve that idea while offering buyers options for how

they cruise. That led to ISA Yachts unveiling the die- 
sel-electric system at the Genoa boat show in 2009. 

To be clear, diesel-electric is not new technolo- 
gy, having been used in commercial craft for quite 
some time. Despite its proven fuel-consumption 
benefits, it has rarely been employed in yachting. 
The reasons for this are up for debate — owners 
aren’t educated enough about it or builders aren’t 
comfortable proposing it because it’s not tradition- 
al — but the owner of Silver Wind saw the benefits 
when he signed the contract in 2013. On his must- 
have list for his yacht were speed and fuel economy. 

Silver Wind’s propulsion package includes twin 
MTU 16V 4000 M93L diesels coupled to Kame- 
wa water jets. Two 125 kW shaft generators are 
part of the system too. They take care of the air 


conditioning, lighting and other “hotel load” sys- 
tems when the MTUs are running. In traditional 
diesel-only mode. Silver Wind can achieve a re- 
ported 32-knot maximum speed and a 26-knot 
cruise speed. The shaft generators save the 135 
and 275 kW gensets from otherwise being under 
heavy draw from the everyday comfort amenities. 

For times when the yacht is cruising long distanc- 
es between destinations, she can further operate 
in full electric mode. For this, the electric motors 
connected to the gearbox, not the MTUs, power the 
water jets. The gensets become responsible for the 
hotel load. ISA Yachts says Silver Wind is capable of 
8 knots in electric mode, consuming just 23.8 gph. 
Range is an impressive 2,600 nautical miles. The 
gallon-per-nautical-mile fuel burn works out

to be 2.9, versus 14.5 with the MTUs running. 

Technology plays an important role aboard 
Silver Wind outside of the engine room too — this 
time thanks to the owner. A sensitive sleeper, he 
wanted to eliminate as many bothersome sounds 
as possible. Small, round microphones mounted 
overhead to each side of the bed in the master suite 
serve as noise-canceling devices, detecting sounds, 
analyzing the sound waves and playing back the 
sounds, out of phase. When the two groups of 
sound waves interact, they cancel each other out. 

ISA Yachts measured sound levels here and in 
the VIP stateroom, where the noise-canceling de- 
vices are also installed. The yard says the readings 
are about 7 to 9 decibels lower than usual; hearing 
experts state that a 5-decibel difference is a clearly 
noticeable change, and a 10-decibel difference can 


translate to something being doubly loud (or dou- 
bly soft, as the case maybe). 

The owner had ideas for the wheelhouse as well. 
This is arguably the most interesting aspect of his 
input aboard Silver Wind. After all, how many own- 
ers get involved in specific instrument selection, 
and the selection of the specialists providing them? 

To collaborate with ISA's technical office, the 
owner brought in Team Italia, which focuses on 
megayachts and maxis, and Transas, which offers a 
variety of products for the marine industry. Team 
Italia created aversion of its touch- screen- solution 
I-Bridge for Silver Wind. I-Bridge integrates the 
Transas T-Bridge, which pulls data from radar, so- 
nar, digital charts and more into one of five large 
displays at the helm. The T-Bridge setup further 
presents the data via augmented reality, meaning

real-world data enhanced with computer- 
generated data. The idea is to make navigating in 
poor visibility or congested harbors easier and 
safer, since the captain can see the true surround- 
ings with the related data on one screen. All of this 
isn't to say that Silver Wind’s captain lacked input 
into the wheelhouse's configuration, of course. He 
requested that yet another large helm display be 
reserved for monitoring the Kamewa water jets. 

The owner of Silver Wind also paid attention to 
the interior. Between a multilevel master suite 
and eye-catching details from the salon to the 
guest staterooms. Silver Wind has a level of se- 
rene sophistication that even casual cruisers can 
appreciate. Nuvolari-Lenard fashioned both the 
general arrangement and the interior design with 
the owner. Together, they selected stingray leather 
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for wrapping around handrails, walnut and ebony 
woods, and backlit, handmade glass insets for the 
salon bar and additional furnishings. Yet another 
highlight: formal dining positioned at the after- 
deck doors. Reversing the typical locations for the 
salon and dining room is something more buyers 
may want to consider, since table guests benefit 
from vistas out over the transom. 

Not every yard with semicustom offerings would 
welcome the amount of input the owner of Silver 
Wind requested. Then again, not every owner is 
content with just picking out couch cushions. Even 
with the hybrid propulsion system being a first for 
ISA Yachts and the special requests made by the 
owner. Silver Wind was delivered on time. All told, 
she's a study in how to exceed expectations. O

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■ EW YORK city’s East River may be only 16 miles long, 

but this didn’t quell Giuseppe Carnevali’s pre-cruise 
jitters on a historic 1984 day. Carnevali, the founder of Navionics and one of the 
industry’s longest- standing CEOs, was testing his Geonav — the first electron- 
ic-chart display for the recreational marine market — and his audience included 
the press. Carnevali had put a tarp over the helm and windows to eliminate visibility. 


and while he had wisely stationed a lookout, he as- 
sured onlookers the radar was depowered, lest it 
provide any navigational clues and ruin his shot at 
plying the Big Apple's harried waters, sans a hori- 
zon. “I had used [the system] before, but in nonchal- 
lenging conditions," Carnevali recalled. “[The sea 
trial] went perfectly, but it was a revelation: Now, 
I do something 10 times before I invite the press!" 

While not all milestones in the history of recre- 
ational marine electronics unfurled under so much 
pressure, the past 70 years have seen bilge-shaking 
innovations that have shaped how modern mari- 
ners enjoy on- the -water pursuits. 

THE AUTOHELM 


Spend enough time cruising, and the joy of 
hand-steering fades, especially during the grave- 
yard watch. Elmer Sperry (1860-1930) is the in- 
ventor of the first working gyrocompass system 
(1908) and, vis-a-vis, the gyrostabilizer (1913). He 
is credited with the 1920s invention of the Metal 
Mike, the first gyroscope-guided autopilot system. 
It was designed to steer heavy metal, including U.S. 
Navy warships, instead of private yachts. In fact, 
the recreational boating market had to wait almost 
50 years until the British-born inventor Derek 
Fawcett (see “Altruistic Innovations") started 
tinkering in his garage workshop to get this tech. 

Fawcett, a longtime and passionate sailor. 


understood the utility of an autopilot, and in 1974 
he founded the family- run Nautech and unveiled 
his first Autohelm, a trade name that quickly 
became synonymous for all autopilots (think 
Ziploc bags). Fawcett's first Autohelms were 
cockpit-mounted, stand-alone systems that used 
12 volts of DC power, via the house battery, and a 
hydraulic arm to tame a sailboat's tiller. The ear- 
ly Autohelm relied on an external wind vane for 
apparent-wind- angle information, rather than a 
gyrocompass or any electronic position informa- 
tion; sailors would simply set a course based on 
their desired angle of attack, and the Autohelm 
would drive to the desired apparent-wind angle. 

Not surprisingly, Fawcett's brainchild made a 
huge market impact. Nautech quickly began sell- 
ing lots of Autohelms and, in 1976, Fawcett was 
awarded the prestigious British Design Award. 
More innovations and improvements followed, 
including the addition of an integral gyrocompass, 
which allowed navigators to set course based on 
their desired wind angle or their preferred compass 
heading. In 1984 came a user-friendly, push-button 
keypad that offered simple controls such as “Auto," 
“Standby" and “+1°/-1°" and “+10°/-10°” — a user in- 
terface that remains essentially untouched today. 
The Autohelm legend grew. 

In 1989, Fawcett earned a second British Design 
Award as well as a Silk Cut Nautical Award for 
the SeaTalk network, a digital-communications

protocol that allowed Autohelm units to ''talk” with 
other onboard instrumentation via a single-cable 
connection (a predecessor to contemporary NMEA 
0183 or NMEA 2000 protocols). Fiona Pankhurst, 
Raymarine’s head of corporate marketing and pub- 
lic relations, said Raytheon purchased Nautech in 
1990 so the American-based firm could access Nau- 
tech's extensive European distribution and sell its 
radars on the continent. In 2001, Raytheon's Rec- 
reational Marine Division was spun off (via a man- 
agement buyout) into Raymarine, which continues 
to employ some of Fawcett's forward-thinking con- 
cepts, including the third-generation SeaTalk NG. 

RADAR 


It's ironic that radar's history is somewhat foggy, 
but this can be attributed to the 51 years it took to 
develop the technology from premise to prototype, 
the first of which was fitted to USS Leary in 1937. 
Heinrich Hertz, a German physicist, demonstrat- 
ed in 1886 that radio waves reflect off solid objects, 
and by 1897 Alexander Popov, a Russian physicist, 
hypothesized that radio waves could be used to 
detect objects, but it wasn't until 1904 that Chris- 
tian Hiilsmeyer, a German inventor, proved that 
radio waves could detect a fogbound ship. In 1922, 
two U.S. Navy researchers realized a ship passing 
through radio waves caused a signal disruption, but 
the U.S. government didn't develop the technology 
until the eve of World War 11, in conjunction with 
the British government. 

While British scientists developed motor- turned 
radars (replacing manually turned units) and, 
critically, the top-secret cavity magnetron — a 
microwave-generating vacuum tube that boasted 
100 times the power of previous tubes — Raytheon 
was selected to develop and manufacture the mag- 
netron. In 1941, Raytheon was contracted to build 
100 radar units for the U.S. Navy, and by 1944 most 
American-flagged warships were radar-equipped. 


On Feb. 14, 1946, the Kalakala, a Seattle-based 
ferry, became the first civilian-operated vessel to 
use commercial radar (a Raytheon prototype). "It's 
very good, and we hope eventually to have them on 
all the ferries,'' E.W. Peabody of Black Ball Ferry 
Lines told The Seattle Times. "Right now, though, 
we can't get them. What the instrument really is, 
is a Navy model with commercial modifications.'' 

Availability improved: In 1948, U.K.-based Kelvin 
and Hughes acquired type approval for its marine 
radar; Decca Radar released its Model 159 in 1949 
and, in 1952, JRC built Japan's first 9,000 MHz- 
band radar unit. The 1950s saw the advancement 
of "transceiver- up'' technology, allowing manufac- 
turers to bundle the transceiver into the antenna, 
eliminating bulk and complication. This led Dec- 
ca Radar to develop its Model 101 — advertised for 
small boats — and enabled Furuno to begin selling 
radars to commercial vessels in 1959. British firm 
SeaScan soon developed radars for boats as small 
as 30 feet, but the next major breakthrough came in 
the late '60s when transistor-based radars arrived. 
Improved range and imagery, as well as miniatur- 
ization (critical for yachts) all followed, and in 1986, 
Furuno introduced radars that could spot birds.

Carnevali said the Geonav was a result of the early 
1980s recession — a time when Carnevali, a na- 
val architect and a father, found himself unem- 
ployed. As he was considering his options, he saw 
the James Bond film Goldfinger and was inspired 
by 007's in-dash navigation system aboard his 
Aston Martin. "1 turned science fiction into real- 
ity,'' Carnevali said. While the team's prototype 
attracted attention from established companies, 
ultimately all takers vaporized and Navionics 
found itself building electronic chart displays 
(ECDs) — the forebear of today's multifunction 
displays — and the necessary digital cartography.

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“It could plot a course, but the 
cartography was rudimentary 
— only coastlines and some ba- 
sic contours,” Carnevali said of 
“the microwave,” Navionics' in-house name for its 
prototype, which was the size of a large version of 
its namesake. “It could zoom in and out very fast 
using very little memory — we're talking kilobits 
or kilobytes — as saving memory was important 
back then.” The first Geonav used a 12-inch CRT 
display and was housed in a large case to accom- 
modate its power-supply needs; early-generation 
commercial units used smaller, cast-aluminum 
bodies, but they were still cumbersome and 
used external receivers. Given that GPS didn't 
exist, Geonavs relied on loran in North America 
and Decca in Europe for position information. 

Building accurate digital charts was the other ma- 
jor hurdle. “We started on the right foot with vector 
and seamless cartography,” said Carnevali, who ex- 
plained that the first e-charts came on cartridges 
the size of cigarette packs. “We also developed a

digital format that's still used to- 
day.” Carnevali said Navionics dig- 
itized its first geographical feature 
— an island — by contracting a com- 
pany that had an early digitizing table. “It came on 
8-inch floppy disks, but we only had knock-off Apple 
[computers] with 5-inch disks, so we couldn't trans- 
fer the data.” The solution was to print the chart and 
manually enter the information on its imitation 
machines. “When we finally put it on a monitor, 
it was rotated 90 degrees, but we invented soft- 
ware that inverted it!” Carnevali said with a laugh. 

Marketing the Geonav proved challenging, 
exacerbated by the notoriously tight-purse and 
conservative-minded sailors he was catering to, 
but resistance slowly eased. Still, some serious- 
minded pioneers — including the Prince of Mo- 
naco and the fabled TV-anchorman-cum-sailor 
Walter Cronkite — adopted the technology, and 
word spread. Navionics exited the hardware 
game in late 2007, but it continues to explore new 
boundaries with its contemporary cartography, o

British engineer Derek Fawcett, who was born in 1937, parlayed his passion for boats into his career as an inventor 
when he created the Autohelm, the recreational marine market’s first autopilot. F awcett won the British Design 
Award, the Queen’s Award to Industry for Export Achievement and the Design Council Award for his forward- 
thinking idea, and the commercial success of his company, Nautech Ltd., allowed him to become involved with altru- 
istic efforts. For example, Fawcett founded a charity that helped support a school and cathedral, and — to empower 
blind helmsmen — he designed the Audio Compass, which issued a series of beeps that increased in urgency as cross- 
track error increased. Rather than selling these instruments, Nautech loaned them out free to sailors in need. — D.S.

F or the fastest service, Inmarsat’s new Global Xpress — and 
its maritime-specific FleetXpress — service offers the 
quickest uplink and downlink speeds afioat . To connect to 
the Internet, for example, a boater operating in the North 
Atlantic (see illustration on this page) uses her Global Xpress 
equipment (see sidebars) to "talk” with one of three Inmarsat 
1-5 satellites that operate in geosynchronous elliptical orbits. 
These satellites connect the boater to one of seven satellite 
access stations (SAS) around the world (the only S AS 
in the United States is in Lino Lakes, Minnesota), which 
connect mobile users with the Worldwide Web.

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K MERE DECADE AGO, a coffcc shop command- 

ed attention if it offered Wi-Fi for its tech-savvy 
customers; today, this same business would be long-since shuttered if it failed 
to offer this basic ingredient of the digital age for all of its patrons — not just the 
geeks. The same now goes for marinas, yacht clubs and charter yachts, as today’s 
boaters increasingly demand more connectivity and higher bandwidth for online 


uses ranging from social media updates to stream- 
ing cloud-based media to making Voice over Inter- 
net Protocol (VoIP) phone calls and videoconfer- 
encing. Yet while most consumer-facing businesses 
now provide Wi-F i, ensuring fast, reliable service 
on a globe-girdling yacht is far more complex than 
simply plugging in a modem and wireless router. 

Mariners have been using Very Small Aperture 
Terminal (VSAT) technology to send and receive 
data communications via satellite since the late- 
1970s, and these constellations have evolved with 
each successive generation. While early “satcom'' 
services focused their coverage on near-coastal and 
terrestrial zones (VSAT primarily facilitates land- 
based needs like credit-card transactions), ser- 
vice providers began aiming their satellite beams 
offshore roughly 10 to 15 years ago, considerably 
expanding their global coverage. VSAT satcom 


networks use various radio-frequency bands (i.e., 
Ku-band) to provide different coverage footprints, 
network capacity and levels of performance, the 
latter of which is measured as uplink (transmit) 
and downlink (receive) speeds and notated as ki- 
lobytes or megabytes per second (kBps or mBps). 

Recent decades have seen an evolution of tech- 
nologies and maritime frequency bands, starting 
with C-band (4 to 8 GHz) and progressing through 
L-band (I to 2 GHz) and Ku-band (12 to 18 GHz) 
service, which offers sufficient bandwidth for data 
and VoIP calls, but which is sluggish when com- 
pared to at-home broadband Internet speeds. Now, 
British mobile satcom giant Inmarsat reports that 
it will be helping to close this yawning crevasse 
when its brand-new, $1.6 billion, Ka-band (26.5 to 
40 GHz) Global Xpress (GX) constellation — and 
its mariner-specific Fleet Xpress service — comes

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online sometime in mid-2015. 

“GX will be the first, and only, global Ka-band 
high-speed broadband network,’' said Peter Broad- 
hurst, Inmarsat’s vice president, about the new 
service that’s specifically being built for nonsta- 
tionary users (e.g., maritime and aviation). ''GX is 
designed to deliver seamless, real-time communi- 
cations between vessels at sea and their offices on 
land, and enhanced communications and enter- 
tainment options” for crew members. Inmarsat’s 
published goal is to deliver GX uplink/downlink 
speeds of up to 5 mBps/50 mBps respectively — a 
considerable advancement over Inmarsat’s cur- 
rent FleetBroadband L-band service, which de- 
livers uplink/downlink speeds of 150 to 432 kBps, 
depending on the size of the terminal (industry 
parlance for antennas) being used, with larger an- 
tennas delivering the faster speeds. 

The GX constellation, which is solely owned and 
managed by Inmarsat, will consist of three geosta- 
tionary Boeing 702HP satellites that will operate 
on the new Ka-frequency band. “Inmarsat-5 FI” 
was launched on Dec. 8, 2013, in Kazakhstan and 
entered regional service — supplying Ka-band 
coverage to Africa, Asia, Europe and the Middle 
East as part of the interim FleetBroadband Xtra 
service (Ka- and L-band service), which is a tem- 
porary GX/FX placeholder — on July 1, 2014. Two

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additional I-5s are expected to be operational 
shortly, and Broadhurst anticipates that GX ser- 
vice will be online by late summer or early fall. A 
fourth satellite will serve as a spare in the event of a 
launch failure, or as a means of potentially increas- 
ing network capacity and coverage. While the GX 
program has suffered some setbacks, most notably 
the May 2014 launch failure of a Russian-built Pro- 
ton rocket, Inmarsat is confident that GX’s project- 
ed upsides — including higher-speed performance 
through smaller-size and less-expensive terminals 
— outweigh the delay. (GX terminals are currently 
offered in 60-centimeter and I-meter sizes, Broad- 
hurst said; I-meter antennas will deliver twice the 
committed information rate for the same service 
fee as 60-centimeter terminals.) 

Additionally, the new constellation will be sup- 
ported by six GX- specific satellite access stations 
(SAS), which are in Canada, the United States, It- 
aly, Greece and New Zealand (which will host two 
SAS installations). “Each SAS delivers full ground- 
segment redundancy for GX services, [providing] 
high-quality resiliency, reliability and availability, 
for example at times of adverse weather, and [of- 
fers] a powerful differentiator to traditional region- 
al Ku-band networks,” Broadhurst said. 

For mariners, Inmarsat will introduce Fleet 
Xpress (FX), which is a managed maritime service

that combines Inmarsat's GX and FleetBroadband 
services to provide high-speed global coverage (sans 
extreme polar regions). Broadhurst said FX will pro- 
vide uplink/downlink speeds of 4 mBps/16 mBps, 
with bespoke options available. Additionally, FX 
will give customers access to marine-specific 
content and applications (e.g., chart downloads 
and weather- routing services) from a centralized 
source, which is ideal for charter services or orga- 
nized events. 'Telemedicine, safety updates, remote 
access, media access and vessel monitoring will be- 
come effective services,” Broadhurst said. 

Here it is important to understand GX's capabili- 
ties, as well as its challenges. For example, Ka-band 
signals are prone to rain-induced attentuation is- 
sues, which can hamper GX speeds and reliability, 
especially in the tropics or other areas with extreme 
precipitation. Also, each geostationary Inmarsat-5 


GX satellite will be equipped with 89 spot beams, of 
which 72 beams can be powered at any given time. 
Because of both the rain attenuation concern and 
the fact that at any given point 81 percent of the 
spot beams are active, Inmarsat offers mariners FX 
service that bundles FleetBroadband signals to fill 
in potential coverage gaps. This setup requires that 
users carry both GX and FleetBroadband systems. 

Still, GX and FX should provide quicker speeds 
than Inmarsat's FleetBroadband service, albeit 
for a premium price, making it initially suited 
to the superyacht, charter and Internet-junkie 
crowds. Moreover, GX and FX were designed to 
provide seamless service as users transition from 
one coverage beam (or satellite) to the next, en- 
abling constant connectivity — a crucial digital 
salve for crew members, guests and owners, and 
a vital lure for information- starved millennials. O

T he passage from Seattle to San Diego was billed as 

a milk run, but that was before Michael Pack and his 
crew aboard Caelestis, Pack’s Wauquiez 47, suffered a crash jibe in gale-force winds 
that shattered their traveler, ending their ability to maneuver easily. By dawn, the 
wind had lain down to 35 knots, but the seas were still running 15 to 20 feet, and a 
failed generator made it impossible to run radar in the light fog some 110 miles off 


San Francisco. Fortunately, Caelestis’ Vesper Ma- ■ 
rine AIS WatchMate draws only 3 watts, so it was * 
still powered on to warn Pack that Caelestis would 
pass within 0.1 mile of an outbound container ship 
roughly 15 to 20 miles away — a serious danger 
given the busted traveler, the wind and seas, and 
the container ship's turning radius of 6 degrees 
per minute (which the AIS displayed). Rather than 
panic. Pack called the vessel directly and asked the 
captain to come to starboard a few degrees, an un- 
usual request that was honored. 

''We wouldn't have even known he was there with- 
out AIS," said Pack, who had fitted his AIS a week 
before leaving Seattle. "You can't write the check 
on the way down." 

At its core, the Automatic Identification System 
(AIS) provides vessels both mighty and modest 
with the ability to “see," automatically, nearby 


traffic while broadcasting their own signals to avoid 
collisions, but it's also evolving into a vital naviga- 
tional tool with the advent of the U.S. Coast Guard's 
e -Navigation initiatives. 

Hardwarewise, AIS units typically consist 
of a VHF transmitter, two VHF receivers, one 
Digital Selective Calling-enabled VHF receiver 
and an internal GPS receiver. System and ves- 
sel depending, AIS units broadcast every two to 
30 seconds while constantly "listening" for in- 
coming signals. Received transmissions are dis- 
played as "targets," both on minimal keyboard 
displays and on AlS-enabled monitors, radars or 
electronic-chart display systems. By selecting an 
on-screen target, an AIS user instantly obtains 
critical navigation information including the tar- 
get's name and type, position, course, speed and 
other status reports (e.g., underway, anchored.

THE FUTURE OF E-NAVIGATION: U.S. COAST GUARD AND AIS 

According to the U.S. Coast Guard’s "21st Century Waterway Listening Session 2014” (available on YouTube), the "U.S. vision for e-Navigation 
is to establish a framework that enables the transfer of data between and among ships and shore facilities, and that integrates and transforms 
that data in decision and action information.” This includes broadcasting synthetic aides to navigation (ATONs; transmitted by a Nationwide 
AIS station to augment an existing charted buoy or aid) and virtual ATONs in areas that are difficult to mark with physical ATONs. In the 
future, the Coast Guard will be locally broadcasting electronic ATONs from physical buoys that house self-contained AIS transponders. The 
Coast Guard can push out application specific messages (ASMs), which are broadcast via AIS. Finally, ASMs can be used to disseminate infor- 
mation. For example, the Coast Guard uses ASMs to augment its broadcasted notices to mariners, real-time weather and geospatial data. — D.S. 
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restricted in ability to maneuver). 

Provided that each AlS-equipped ves- 
sel has obtained and programmed its 
nine-digit Maritime Mobile Service 
Identity number (a unique number 
registered to each vessel), nearby us- 
ers can ''knowingly” hail one another via VHR 

There are two classes of AIS mobile units: Class 
A and Class B. Class A AIS is mandated safety 
equipment aboard all SOLAS-class (Safety of Life 
at Sea) ships, and in the United States almost all 
self-propelled commercial vessels 65 feet and larg- 
er are also required to carry it. Class B AIS was de- 
signed for recreational vessels, and while it’s not 
as powerful as Class A, it provides nonregulated 
vessels with an important safety layer. Addition- 
ally, "listen-only” AIS scanners are available. 

All transmitting AIS units use unique channel- 
access methods that allow myriad users to share fi- 
nite channel access efficiently, but that favor Class 
A over Class B signals. Class A transmits at 12 watts, 
while Class B transmits at 2 watts; this gives Class 
A units a greater operating range but otherwise 
doesn't make a difference. Furthermore, Class A 
units are ensured a transmission slot every two to 
10 seconds, depending on the vessel's speed (fast- 
er speeds require faster refresh rates), while Class 
B units transmit every 30 seconds. This last point 


is especially germane for faster vessels, 
because separations between position 
reports can cause a yacht to outpace its 
displayed AIS target, spiking anxiety for 
other vessels, especially in crossing situ- 
ations. Owners of quick rides should con- 
sider that Class A AIS provides the shortest position 
intervals (this becomes more important as the ves- 
sel's speed exceeds 20 knots); however. Class A units 
require that operators manually enter information 
upon arrival and departure from each port of call. 

Broadcast AIS signals can be “heard” not only 
by nearby vessels and aircraft but also by shore- 
based facilities, such as the Coast Guard's Nation- 
wide AIS (NAIS) base stations, allowing the Coast 
Guard to monitor maritime traffic and use AIS as a 
vessel traffic tool. Since AIS uses line-of-sight VHF 
communications, range is typically limited to 10 to 
20 miles, with masthead antennas delivering bet- 
ter performance than obstructed antennas; also, 
shore-based repeater stations can substantially ex- 
tend this range. While an AIS unit's range is limit- 
ed, it offers better propagation than radar, allowing 
AIS signals to "peer around” low-slung islands and 
making this technology ideally suited for soundings 
festooned with small landmasses. 

"We see an annual increase of 10 to 15 percent in 
the number of Class B users in Sweden, but it's not

AlS-i apps — including Smart Charts AIS, which pioneered this technology — for smartphones and cellular- enabled tablets use the phone 
or tablet’s location services to acquire its position, which is sent to a cloud-based server, where it’s aggregated with other AlS-i users’ infor- 
mation. Next, each active user’s app polls the server for information on other nearby AlS-i users, which the app compiles and layers onto dis- 
played cartography. Software engineers usually add a gateway that lets the app access commercial AIS data sources. This allows AlS-i users to 
see all nearby AIS Class A, B and AlS-i traffic, but it doesn’t allow bigger vessels to see an AlS-i target unless the crew monitors a smartphone 
or tablet on their bridge. As slick as this app -based approach sounds, there are drawbacks. AlS-i is limited by cellular coverage and is not in- 
tended for collision avoidance or navigational use. It’s also contingent on other data sources and therefore isn’t as reliable as an AIS unit. — D.S.

growing as quickly in other places ” 
said Anders Bergstrom, the own- 
er of True Heading, who reported 
that 10 percent of all sailboats 
over 25 feet are AIS -equipped in 
Sweden, while only 4 to 5 percent of the nation's 
powerboat fleet carries this equipment. “The orig- 
inal, anti-collision [application] is the most import- 
ant, especially in the fog and darkness, but other 
aspects [are also beneficial] — it's fun to see the 
traffic, much like plane-spotting apps." 

Some manufacturers embed Wi-Fi into their 
AIS units, allowing them to share data wirelessly. 
“Independent of other navigation equipment, it's 
handy to have AIS data on your smartphone or tab- 
let," said Jeff Robbins, the co-founder of Vesper Ma- 
rine, who explained that Vesper's Wi-Fi-enabled 
AIS transponders include a high-speed GPS unit 
and an NMEA 2000 gateway, allowing these units 
to broadcast instrumentation data. “Some people 
use [their tablet/smartphone] as their primary nav- 
igation tool, while others just want to use [it] as a re- 
peater." Irrespective of your preferred equipment. 


the decision to add either Class A 
or Class B AIS comes down to your 
yacht, your cruising grounds (e.g., 
prominence of fog, islands and 
heavy metal) and — with the Coast 
Guard's evolving e-Navigation initiatives — your 
information appetite. “AIS is currently the only 
tool to transfer digital data onto your electronic- 
nautical chart," said Jorge Arroyo, a Coast Guard 
program analyst who has been instrumental in 
writing AIS regulations and standards, referring to 
the application specific messages (ASMs) that the 
Coast Guard canbroadcast via AIS. “The ASM is the 
envelope. Within the envelope [the Coast Guard] 
is free to transmit all the other navigation- specific 
information that we wish. ... It's our way of provid- 
ing digital navigational data directly to the vessel." 

Given that AIS increases situational awareness 
for all mariners, all boaters would be well advised to 
include this equipment on their helm or nav station, 
and to become familiar with emerging AIS search- 
and-rescue technologies, as well as with the U.S. 
Coast Guard's new e-Navigation initiatives, o

PINGING THE 
UNKNOWN 

Looking at the technology 
that supports modern marine radar.

S unshine flooded the waters separating California's 
Catalina Island from Channel Islands Harbor. Capt. Tom 
Petersen, skipper of the Sea Ray 55 Sundancer Valkyrie, 
was leading a small flotilla when an unexpected fog bank 
quashed visibility. Valkyrie carries the latest Raymarine kit 
(Petersen is a Raymarine Pro Ambassador), including a 12 kW, 6-foot, 
open-array, high-definition radar, but Petersen's companions weren't 
electronically fortified. “I sat behind the other boats, watching them

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on my radar and maintaining radio 
contact ” Petersen said. One boat didn't 
have radar or autopilot, and the skip- 
per was ignoring his compass. “I told 
him to keep [maintaining] a certain 
angle, but he picked up speed and went 
in the wrong direction. Then, he got 
scared.” Staying calm, Petersen advised 
the panicked skipper to cut his speed, 
and he used his radar to wend Valkyrie 
alongside. “Without radar,” Petersen 
said, “this would have been dangerous.” 

R aytheon (known to today's 
boaters as Raymarine) deliv- 
ered the world's first commer- 
cial and recreational radar after World 
War II. Other systems followed, in- 
cluding now-generation ones that use 
high-definition (HD), broadband and 
Wi-Fi technologies to improve both 
radar imagery and user interface. Still, 
these latest and greatest offerings use 
traditional radar technology as their 
basic foundation, so it's helpful to un- 
derstand how that technology works 
before delving into the newest add-ons. 

Traditional or “pulse-modulated” 
radars emit extremely short (typical- 
ly one microsecond or less) pulses of 
radio-frequency (RF) energy that are 
generated by the system's magnetron 
and transmitted via a fixed-mount, 
rotating directional antenna. These 
pulses move at the speed of light in a 
narrow, horizontal band before bounc- 
ing off targets and boomeranging as an 
echo. The radar receives the echo and 
determines the range to a target by 
measuring the elapsed time between 
a transmission and an echo's return; 
bearing is calculated by measuring the 
radar antenna's angle when the echo is 
received. Finally, the system applies fil- 
ters to sift out signal noise (e.g., break- 
ing waves or rain) before presenting 
this imagery on an electronic display. 

Pulse-modulated radars cannot si- 
multaneously transmit and receive, 
so these systems (even modern ones) 
constantly cycle between modes. Typ- 
ical pulse-modulated radars transmit 


some 400 to 4,000 times per second 
and then spend the majority of their 
time “listening,” enabling the system to 
track all targets simultaneously within a 
360 -degree radius. Pulse-modulated ra- 
dar can either be enclosed in a radome or 
use an open-array design; radome units 
typically draw 40 to 60 watts while 
providing a maximum range of 24 to 36 
miles, while open-array systems typi- 
cally draw 65 to 240 watts and provide 
a max range of 64 to 96 nautical miles. 

This radar technology clearly works, 
although it can be difficult to separate 
and identify densely packed targets. 
Because of this, manufacturers employ 
a variety of now-generation technolo- 
gies — including HD and broadband — 
to improve radar imagery significant- 
ly, but it's still important to remember 
that all radar technology suffers atten- 
uation issues in rain. 

W HILE the basic physics are 
the same between pulse- 
modulated and HD systems, 
today's manufacturers use technology 
to narrow the pulse's horizontal band. 
Additionally, HD radar employs signifi- 
cantly faster sampling rates while of- 
fering a color- coding scheme to bolster 
target separation. Other HD features 
include power boost, dual-radar sup- 
port, bird mode (great for fishing) and 
dual-range (provides both macro- and 
micro-level views of surrounding traf- 
fic), as well as sophisticated micropro- 
cessors that replace analog filters, and 
that are preprogrammed to “recognize” 
certain signal noises. 

Unlike pulse-modulated radar, 
broadband radar (including 3G and 
4G offerings from B&G, Lowrance and 
Simrad) uses solid-state, continuous- 
wave technology that transmits RF 
energy while receiving echoes, all at 
once. This technology transmits in a 
continuous linear sweep (think CHIRP 
sounder technology), which allows 
the system to extract the maximum 
amount of information with the mini- 
mum amount of noise. Broadband radar

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has no “main bang” that's inherent to 
all pulse-modulated radars. It emits less 
radiation than traditional radar, and it 
offers “instant on” functionality, which 
eliminates the magnetron's warm-up 
time. Additionally, 4G broadband radar 
has beam-sharpening technology with 
target- separation control that doubles 
the azimuth resolution, allowing an 
18 -inch dome to deliver imagery nor- 
mally found in a 3 -foot open array radar. 

The latest chapter in radar technology 
involves wireless units, such as Furuno's 
revolutionary, Wi-Fi-based DRS4W 1st 
Watch Wireless Radar, which debuted 
last fall. This radar offers a range of 
0.125 to 24 nautical miles and is a small, 
lightweight system providing several 
advantages while affording a glimpse at 
radar's future. Aside from a power cable, 
the DRS4W operates sans hard-wired 
connections, simplifying installation. 
More important, the DRS4W streams 
its data over the vessel's Wi-Fi network

and displays its imagery on up to two 
Apple iOS devices, eliminating the need 
for a radar display and allowing boaters 
to use familiar touch-screen gestures, 
rather than memorizing the nuisances 
of a dedicated screen. 

“In the past, you've had to have a radar 
antenna with a large, bulky signal cable 
coming into and connecting with the 


proprietary display,” explained Dean 
Kurutz, vice president of sales, mar- 
keting and product planning at Furuno. 

“Now, we've removed both, and we allow 
you to wirelessly transmit the radar sig- 
nal to the iOS device.” While the DRS4W 
was primarily designed for smaller 
boats, a larger yacht can run a DRS4W 
as a backup unit; additionally, Kurutz 
said, a DRS4W can be set up on a tender. 

F uruno is the only manufacturer 
to offer Wi-Fi radar (at the time 
of this writing), but other brands 
are expected to join this market, and 
bigger, more powerful Wi-Fi radar 
systems are expected. This, hopefully, 
will lower radar's barrier of entry, but 
here the last word belongs to Petersen: 
“If you had the choice to buy any one 
piece of electronics for your boat, get 
radar. If money and space aren't an is- 
sue, [a] bigger, [more powerful system] 
really is better.” O

GRANDE DAME 

The 42 put Grand Banks on the map and helped keep it there. 
By Jeffrey Moser 


T he year 1965 was the first 
full-production year for an 
iconic American sports car: 
Ford's Mustang. That same 
year in Hong Kong, American 
Marine launched another iconic model: 
the Grand Banks 42. 

A 40-year turn (1965 to 2005) made the 
42 the longest-running production model 
in the history of boatbuilding. Numerous 
factors have to be in sync for a builder to 
construct 1,560 vessels. “Grand Banks was 
a forerunner [in the marine industry] to 
take advantage of overseas labor to build a 
high-quality motoryacht,” said Jonathan 
Cooper, Grand Banks' marketing director. 
From her inception, the 42 quickly earned 
status as a safe, well-constructed boat that 
“built the brand and the brand reputation 
of Grand Banks," Cooper added. 

A new Grand Banks facility in Singapore 
meant the end for 42 woodies; from 1973 
onward, the builder used fiberglass. No 
matter the hull material, hand-built 
craftsmanship was what gave the 42 her 
stature, and American Marine held fast to 
labor-intensive techniques with little auto- 
mation. “We tried to build an honest boat, 
a bang for the buck," said Bob Phillips, a 
43-year Grand Banks veteran and former 
West Coast sales manager. 

Three models of the 42 were available: 
Europa, Classic and Motoryacht. Both the 
Classic and the Europa had two state- 
rooms; on the Classic, the aft master and 
forepeak VIP were served via en suite 
heads. The Motoryacht added a third 
stateroom with a double berth abaft the 
forepeak split berth. All had roomy salons 
that took advantage of a 14-foot-l-inch 
beam, huge windows for great sight lines 
and a door to starboard by the lower helm 
for quick bow access. In my opinion, the

Europa had the prettiest 
profile and best layout, and 
many buyers agreed. The 
Europa scrapped the aft 
master for a larger cockpit 
that flowed unbroken to the 
salon and L- shaped galley. 
The flybridge overhang pro- 
tected the cockpit, and abaft 
the upper helm was a fine 
place for dinghy stowage, 
often fitted with chocks and 
a davit. 

A semidisplacement hull 
with full keel provided both 
stability and economy with 
a little giddyap. Equipped 
with 420-horsepower 
Caterpillar diesels, the 42 
saw a reported top hop of 
21 knots, burning about 
23 gph. Running at 12 knots, 
her motors burned 19 gph. 
With a 600-gallon fuel 
capacity, she could go far. 
Engine options were many. 


from a single Lehman to 
twin diesels from 200 to 
400-plus horsepower. 

Pride of ownership 
seems to be a common 
thread among 42 buyers 
too. Grand Banks specialist 
Steve Fithian of HMY Yacht 
Sales has sold many 42s and 
repeated the same thing 1 
heard from other yacht bro- 
kers: A used Grand Banks is 
virtually indistinguishable 
from a new model. Fithian 
told me of a 2001 42 he 
recently sold that “looked 
like a 4-year-old boat" pam- 
pered by her owner. 

On the brokerage market, 
1 found 119 spread around 
the world at every price 
point, from $36,400 for a 
1967 woody to $495,000 for 
a 2001 Europa. At any price
